In addition to this 
litter, Mr. Roberts had one other lit­ 
ter of ll pigs which was weighed in 
September 4, that tipped the scales at 
2485 pounds. 
The litter weighed in today, con­

profit of $123 above the cost of their 
feed. 
They were raised on rape pasture 
with balanced rations, supplemented 
with an acre and a half of corn which 
they were perm itted to ‘‘hog dowrn.”

The individual 
weights of the ten pigs were: 204.

The Gettysburg Chamber of 
Commerce, in proceeding toward 
a permanent reorganization pro­ 
gram which will put the trade 
body back on a sound working 
and financial basis, has wisely 
abandoned the “paid-secretary” 
policy and returned to the volun­ 
teer system to bring about the 
advancement and welfare of the 
community as a whole, and the 
business people in particular as 
the backbone of the community. 
This means that the leaders of 
community 
effort 
and thought 
must again put their shoulders to 
the wheel and work. 
W ithout going into a detailed 
discussion, it is enough to say 
here that the two years of a paid- 
secretary for Gettysburg were, on 
the whole, failures 
so 
far as 
carrying out a general construc­ 
tive program for the advancement 
of the community goes. 
Officers 
of the trade organization work­ 
ed heroically and tirelessly during 
those two years to do things in a 
big w*ay, particularly the presi-

There will be a certain short­ 
sighted element among local busi­ 
ness people who will continue to 
harp about the failures of the 
Chamber of Commerce in the past, 
and use both imaginative and 
real 
shortcomings, 
as 
an 
ex­ 
cuse to evade service in the future. 
They constitute the half dozen 
who sit supinely by and complain 
about “poor business” and why 
the Chamber of Commerce doesn’t 
bring more money to Gettysburg; 
yet they never give a nickle or 
turn their hand to help. 
They 
are to be pitied, but they must 
be tolerated. 
If Gettysburg is to progress it 
must he with the work of those 
who have a vision of a greater 
Gettysburg. 
They may be few in 
numbers, hut they exist just the 
same. 
To do anything, they must 
have the confidence and support 
of the m ajority and the public as 
a whole. 
Typical of this group 
are President IL Harold Miller 
and Secretary Henry M. Scharf. 
Gettysburg today is facing a 
crisis. 
It has been standing still 
too long. 
It must either go fo r­ 
ward or backward. 
It can go 
forward only with united action 
such as can be obtained through a 
Chamber of Commerce or a sim­ 
ilar organization with a different 
name. 
The Chamber of Commerce has 
an excellent directorate. 
They 
have already spent many hours 
devising a program for the com­ 
ing 
year. 
They 
solicit 
sug­ 
gestions. 
They need help:---------- 
W hat will the answer be? 
(The Gettysburg Times will be 
pleased to receive and publish the 
statements or views of G ettys­ 
burg people regarding the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce, and what can 
be done to help Gettysburg go 
forward.) 


A complete change in the method 
of operation, bringing to a term ina­ 
tion the office of a full-time secretary 
and returning to the former policy of 
a volunteer sceretary selected from 
the 
personnel of the organization, 
marked a meeting of the board of di­ 
rectors of the Gettysburg Chamber 
of Commerce Wednesday night in tha 
court house office. 
The meeting was 
the first under the new adm inistration 
of H. Harold Miller, as president. 
Henry M. Scharf was elected sec­ 
retary thereby returning to the post 
he relinquished two years ago in fa­ 
vor of a full-time secretary. 
This action changing the operating 
method of the Chamber of Commerce 
means a complete turnover of the 
operating policy of the organization 
for the past two years.

operation policy.

Infinite purpose for existing here and 
i decided line of duty to perform. 
Following this conclusion, the di­ 
rectors had little difficulty in agreeing

MUST SEAT VARE 
BORAH DECLARES 


Claims That Senate Cannot Re­ 
fuse Candidate If Elected as 
no Rule Governs PrimaHes. 


Washington, Oct. 7.—The Senate 
cannot refuse to seat William S. Vare, 
of Philadelphia, and Frank L. Smith, 
of Illinois, and a two-thirds vote will 
be required- to expel them, in the 
opinion of Senator Borah, of Idaho, 
who has just returned to Washington 
after an extended 
vacation in the 
West. 
' The senator explained that, al­ 
though his present view might be sub­ 
ject to change after further study, 
his examination so far of the prece­ 
dents convinced him that the Senate 
could not legally bar either Mr. Vare 
or Mr. Smith if they submit proper 
certificates of election. 
Moreover, the senator believes that 
their cases cannot be treated as ordi­ 
nary contested elections, but must be 
dealt with under the constitutional 
provision giving he Senate power to 
pass upon the qualifications of its 
members and to expel by a two-thirds 
vote. 
Where a senator’s election is con­ 
tested, a resolution deciding the ques­ 
tion one way or another, as in the 
Newberry case and in the more recent 
Brookhart-Sleek case, is presented to 
the Senate and only a majority vote 
is required for its adoption. Brook­ 
hart lost his seat by a scant margin 
on a majority vote. 
Senator Borah believes that in view 
of the Supreme court’s ruling that 
Congress has no authority over pri­ 
maries in the various states the Sen­ 
ate has no authority to entertain any 
proposal contesting the election of 
either Mr. Vare or Mr. Smith because 
of expenditures they made in their 
primaries.
